Majefty te relieve them, as in her Royal 
Wifdom fhall feem meet. 

If any Man fhall objeét here, and enquire 
how they canbe ‘liev’'d; how the Queen 
can direét the People, or confine them to 
an Order, when they fhall wear Black, and 
when not, and that it ‘s not in the Preroga- 
tive: Royal to prefcribe what colour’d Clothes 
any Body hall wear , I muft anfwer to fuch, 

Regis ad Exemplum was the firft Proverb 
that, as before, wasthe Ruin of our Gentry, 
and this very thing will reform the Mifchief: 
’Tis true, it is net in her Majefty to limit 
or confine me or any Man to what Colour, 
or what Quality my Clothes fhall be ; but 
*tis in her Majefty’s Power, undoubted- 
ly, to regulate the Habits of her own 
Houfhold Servants and Attendants; and 
this is all that is requir’d to remedy fo great 
an Evil; for as, when the Queen is in 
Mourning, no Man comes to Court in Co- 
lours 3 fo when the Queen is out of Mourn- 
ing, no Mancomes there in Black ; and her 
Majefty has nothing te do but to fhorten the 
‘ime of the Court’s Mourning. 

If therefore her Majefty pleafes but to 
make a Publick Order,that no Mourning for 
Foreign Princes, fhall Jaft any longer than a 
Month, or fome fuch fettled time. 

Or if her Majefty pleafesto Order, That 
none of the Houthold fhall appear in Black on 
eccafion of State-Mournings, unlefs for the 
Death of Crown’d Heads, or fuch as her 
Majefty fhall appoint. 

Either of thefe two trifling Conceffions 
would regulate this Evil, and reftore Trade 
to its due Channel. 

If any Man was to look back to the ftrange 
ExcefS this foolifh and very Modern Cuftom 
was arrivd to; how the whole Kingdom, 
tho’ but newly gone out of Mourning for 
tke late King, rug into Deep Mourning, and 
that for fix Months, for theDutchels of Helflein, 
a Lady not one in 40 (0 much as knew by 
Name all over the Kingdom ; how the In- 
termifons of Mourning were but juft long 


enough to decoy the Mercers, and Lace. 
and Weavers in profpeét of Trade to f 
nifh themfelves with Stocks of Goods, | 
then return again into Black, and throwing 
their Goods on their hands, to the Tune ot 
ten thovfand Pounds a Man, leave them 
to Spoil, grow ufelefs and unfafhionable up- 
on their hands, aes. 
Add to this, the plain Profpe& of agreat 
many foreign Princes and Princefles, of 
whom in the Courfe of Nature it may be faid, 
as Efzu faid of his Father J//zic, The days of 
Mourning for them are at band: if the Cue 
ftom fhould prevail in England, as it has — 
done, we fhail never be out of Mourning — 
for many Years, but by fuch {mall Incervals — 
as will not permit any neceflary Launching 
into Trade, or encourage Tradefmen to vem> — 
ture upon cotour’d Goods. i 
Thus Trade will be reduc’d; thoufands of © 
Families be turn’d out of theirEmployment, — 
which they have been bred up to, and by 
which they got their Bread, and ftrange 
Scenes of Mifery and Poverty will appear — 
among them; and we thathave allthe Rea- 
fons in the World to encreafe the Cenfump- 
tion of ouc Manufaétures, and above all, 
that talk fo much of it, fhall be the onl 
People in the World that pull ic down wit | 
our own hands, and fend the diligent Peo. 
‘ple to beg their Bread, or to fearch for it ia 
Labours they are unacquainted with, hay 
been untaught and unpraétis’d in, andin 
which muft work with intolerable Difadvan- _ 
tages. tes 
All this Evil will fink at once, and Trade 
return to its Native Channel, if her Maje- 
fty pleafes but to exercife that Authority, — 
which by the Nature of her Houfhold-Go- — 
vernment is properly her own, and which 
the Parliament by the General Concefh- — 
on have own’d, lies entirely in her Royal 
Breaft. ‘a 
Nor is there any need,that this Authority 
of jhe Queen thould extend to abridge any 
of her Majefty’s Houfhold wearing Black, or oh 
any thing elfe as cheir Fancies Guide them re 
or that they fhould uot wear Mourning up- 
on their own private Occafions 3 it only — 
points at preventing its being a ftated 
Mode for up.t, fo frequent and fo long 
a Be im 
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in the Houfhold, as to lead the People, 
who take their Rife and Patterns from sbe 
ourt, to follow them in fich a general 
manner, as has been mention’d. 
___Nor does this require, that due and need- 
ful Refpeét fhould not be fhown to the Fa- 
milies and Obfequies of Foreign Princes, 
and efpecially of fuch as have any known 
Relation to the Englifh Court or Crown ; 
_ but it would be very hard, that the Nation 
- fhould be oblig’d to Mourn in a Litteral 
_ Senfe as well as in Shew.; and that the Re- 
- tpeét of Mourning, fhown by the Court and 
Gentry, fhould run to that heigth, as to 
make the Poor Mourn too for want of 
Bread ; theve for Lofsof a Related Prince 
_ thefe for want of Trade and Subiiftence. 
Nor can I refrain taking Notice here, 
that even while thefe Papers were Writing, 
the News Arriv’d of the Death of her Late 
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Cannot refrain Noting here, that having 
I the Gift of a Charitable Stranger, to be- 
_ ftow among Poor Families, as has been al- 
ready obferv’d ; I have among a great many 
 Obje&s of Diftrefs, been Sollicited by a 
- Worthy and Reverend Orthodox Divine, 
of the Church of England, in behalf of a 
Family that have Liv’d well, but Reduc’d 
to very Diftrefs'd Circumftances, and the 
_ Principal thing that has been their Deftruéti- 
-onin Trade, and which that Gentleman 
 ufes as a good Argument, is the Decay of 
- Trade, by frequent Publick Mournings ; 
the Perfon being a Milliner by Trade. 
- Ydo not Inftance this, asif he was the 
_ only Man, that has been Ruin’d by Pub- 
lick Mournings; and doubt not, but I might 
be Furnifh’d on a fhort Enquiry, with a 
large Variety: of Mifery, introdac’d by this 
Fatal Cuftom; but if it has fo vifibly been 
the Reduétion. of Families, I am led by this 
'_ Inflance to conclude, this Matter wants no- 
thing, butto be rightly Reprefented to the 
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Majefty, the Queen Dowager of England, at 
Lisbon 4 and as this has fome nearer Refpect 
to England, than feveral other Cafes would 
have, ‘tis a New Alarm to Trades 'tis a 
Checqueé tu thofe Tradefmen, who in Prof 
peét of a Spring Trade now advancing, 
and elpecially Encourag’d by the.
